Facilities Given 

Counsel then went on to say that 
a great deal had been said about the 
case by outside people, and that the

reconcile because the alleged forged’ 
cheques were three out of the sixty. 
Also, there was the fact that the 
signatures of Mr. Black on the three, 
disputed cheques. had no resemblance 
to-any of the 18:000 signed ‘by -him' 
since of joined the Treasury staff.

Proceeding, Mr. Potter said that 
the evening papers, yesterday had 
made 2 crue} analysis of Mr.

But would any man, except a most 
hardened criminal, stand the ordeal 
of two trials and be severely cross- 
examined, if that man had.a guilty 
mind. 

If Tsang had guilty knowledge, 


he was the whole thing—if he was, 


in fact, the prime mover in the 
swindle—then eould anyone believe 
that Tsang’ could stand the seyere 
cross-examination? Even a most 
hardened criminal would give way in| 
some form. Tsang’s demeanour all 
through. had shown that he could 
not be guilty. 

Continuing, Mr. Potter “said that 
the defence had described Tsang as 
a man-of great mental agility—a' 
man who knew how to anticipate 
questions and had taken pains to 
prepare his defence even before the 
diseovery.

Lacal Notice 

The Yatest notice to mariners 
issued yesterday afternoon by the 
Harbour Master, the Hon. Comdr. 
G. F. Hole,.R.N., tends to show

How the Disaster Occurred 

The disaster is one of the most 
terrible experienced in America for 
many years. 

Most of the dead were patients, 
but it ig believed that they also in- 
elude some doctors and nurses. 

‘The explosions occurred among 
the X-ray films and stores in the 
basement. Several tanks of com- 
pressed oxygen blew out as -the re- 
sult of the ‘heat, adding to the in- 
tensity of the flames. . 

Bromine gas from the films was 
released in dense brown clouds which 
burned out the sensitive tissues of

CONSTRUCTION SEQUENCE 


The following is another of the 
series of “Memoirs,” written and so- 


styled by the well-known American 


engineer, Dr. J. A. L. Waddell:— 
When indicating in various parts 
of the preceding memoirs the work 
that should be done in different. en- 
gineering lincs’in order to improve 
existing conditions and to prepare for 
much desired expansion and develop- 
ment, I did not pay sufficient’ atten- 
tion to the order of importance of 
the undertakings suggested; hence a 
special memoir on the subject is now 
in order. before I proceed further in 
the writing of this series of papers. 
Some projects are of more ‘imme- 
diate importance than others, and 
those should be ‘the first to receive 
attention, especially in view of the 
fact that the available funds are so 
woefully limited. If a multitude of 
projects were started simultaneously 
with very little money on hand or in 
immediate prospect, and if that little 
were portioned out among them all, 
the result would be that a start 
would be made: on each. one;.‘then, 
ail of a sudden, a halt would have 
to be called on all of them, when 
practically nothing at all had heen 


accomplished. 


‘Question ‘of Funds 

This question of the division or 
non-division of funds is ‘a rather de= 
licate matter; for there are several 
Ministries of the Government that 
are interested in reconstruction and 
new construction projeets, and it is 
quite natural that each Ministry will 
tend: to hold the view “that its jobs 
are the most importent of all For 
this reason the allotment of available’ 
funds should be: determined by the 
Cabinet in full’ session before any 
great amount of such funds is ex- 
pended; and the Cabinet members 
should be so broad-gauged as to be 
willing to set aside temporarily their 
own projects in favour ‘of those of 
more immediate. necessity. It would 
be an utterly suicidal policy were the 
Cabinet to. compremise any dispute 
over the disposition of ‘available 
funds by dividing the money—among— 
the disputants. Nothing at the pre- 
sent time could be worse than this 
for the welfare of the Republic. Not 
only would it shortly bring construc- 
tion to a standstill, as just indicat- 
ed but it would also discredit the 
National Government abroad to such, 
an extent ‘as to postpone for quite 
a while the procurement by China 
of foreign loans, On this matter 1

Tt is my opinion that. the logical 
sequence of needed construction is as 
follews:— 


Railways. 
Highways. 
River Conservancy and Flood 
Prevention, 
Harbour Works and Port De- 
velopments.

While these constructions are under- 
way, industrial developments will be 
inaugurated with private capital and 
will be materialised without any fin- 
ancial aid from the Government.

I am 
losing no: time in preparing the 
studies, plans, and specifications for 
all of these bridges and in reporting 
in detail coneerning the condition of 
the entire line and the cost of the 
work that will have to be done in 
order to make it safe for the pass- 
age of trains, Preparatory to recon- 
structing some of the old bridges 
and replacing others, there is to be 
built at Hankow a bridge shop, hav- 
ing a capacity of ten thousand tons 
of output annually; and in it the 
new bridge .superstructures required 
will be manufactured at a pound 
price far lower than any that would 
be charged by bridge manufacturers 
abroad. 

Next in importance to the. recon- 
struction of this railway line come 
the highways that will feed it. 
These should be started on both sides 
of the line as soon as there is money 
available. It should not be forgotten 
that highwa~ construction is very 
cheap in China, as compared with 
railway construction, because the 
materials required for everything ex- 
cept the bridges are obtainable in 
this country, which is not the case 
jn railway building. 

Next in importance-tomes—the con- 
struction of the yet unbuilt portion 
of the railway that is to join Can- 
ton and Wuchang. Already we bave 
started .on the location surveys; * and 
a small portion of the line that has 
been finally located ts now being 
graded, By the time this railroad is 
finished there should be a number of 
miles of highway feeders constructed 
on each side of the line. 


Railway and Bridge 


The building of a combined rail- 
way and highway bridge over the 
Han and another over the Yangtsze 
from Hankow ‘to Hanyang and Wu- 
chang should be started as soon as 
plans, specifications, .and final detail- 
ed estimates of cost have been pre- 
pared, and when some satisfactory 
method of finaneing the - project is 
consummated.

THE WHANGPOO 


A HARBOUR - AFFAIRS: 
COMMISSION 


INTERESTING PROPOSAL 
Interesting statements with refer- 
ence to the establishment of the Har+ 
pour: Affaira Commission for Greater 
Shanghai and the proposal to teke ove 
the -Whangpoo Conservancy Board 
have been made by Mr. Chih Ting-mu, 
the Commissioner, to the Chinese 
Press, these being, briefly, as follows: — 

The Whangpoo Conscrvancy  Board- 
was formerly known_as the Whangpoo 
River Impravement © Commission and 
was established in the 27th year of the 
reign of ‘Emperor Kuang-hsi.. The 
¢stablishment of the Whangpoo Con- 
servancy Board was based on Article 
11 of the 1842 Treaty with Great: Bri- 
tain, according to _ which both ‘the 
Chinese and foreign governments: were 
equaily responsible for the payment of 
the“dnnual expenses of the Board which 
amounted to Hk. Tis. 460,000." In the 
8th moon of the 31st year of Kuang- 
bsi, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of 
the Manclu Government took over the 
administration of the Board and paid 
all expenses, and. the late Mr, Chang 
Jen-tsiang, former Vieeroy of the two 
Kiangs, with the approval of the Im- 
perial Government, renamed the 
Whangpoo River Improvement Commis_ 
sion-to-the-Rehabilitation.and_Mainten- | 
ance Board. During the Revolution in 
1911, when Mr. Tang Shao-yi came 
south to negotiate with the represen- 
tative of the revolutionary movement, 
foreign merchants in Shanghai draft- 
ed 12 provisional regulations regarding 
the--Whangpoo Conservancy-Board and 
submitted them to Mr. Tang for his 
approval. These were approved and 
have since been effective. The two rea- 
sons for the rendition of the Whang- 
poo Conservancy Board are (1) the 12 
regulations of the Whangpoo Conser- 
vancy Board are not permanent regu- 
Jatigns arid have not formally been 
signed by the Chinese Government, 
therefore the Board is non-existent in 
accordance with the Jaw; and (2) all 
shipping administration rights, har- 
pour affairs, river and creek conser- 
vaney works for the Shanghai Harbour 
are part of the work of the Greater 
Shanghai Special Municipality, in ac- 
cordance with the regulations govern- 
ing the organisation of the Harbour 
Affairs Bureau of -Greater Shanghai. 
For the unification of the administra- 
tion of Shanghai’s harbour affairs, the 
Whangpoo Conservancy Board must 
not be permitted to exist any longer 
and the Harbour Affairs Bureau has 
been established in its stead. This 
Bureau will, therefore, take over the 
duties of the Whangpoo Conservancy 
Board. 


FIRST TIME HERE 


“TONAN MARU” ARRIVED HERE 
FROM COLOMBO 

A. vessel new-to-the Colony—arriv— 
ed here yesterday. She is the s.s, 
“Tonan Maru” (ex«“Yeitoku Maru’) 
whose owners are the Mitsui Bussan 
Kaisha. The vessel entered under 
the command of Captain Y. Sugimoto 
and has a crew of 49 Japanese. 

The “Tonan Maru” arrived from 
Colombo and is bound for Dairen. 
It is understood that no cargo will 
he discharged at this port, although 
she carries 5,300 tons of steel rails 
for a firm in Dairen engaged in ruail- 
way construction. 

The vessel was built n 1921 at 
Innoshima by the Osaka Ironworks. 
She is a stecl serew vesel of 4,370 
gross tonnage and 2,733 net tonnage. 
Her port of registry is Hakodate, 
while her dimensions are: length, 
345 feet; breadth, 49,8 feet; and 
beam, 25.8 feet. Engined by the 
builders, she is capable of developing. 
390 N.HLP.

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A Curious Fact 

After commenting on the curious 
fact that both Mr. Dallin and Mr.

Unsolved Crimes 

The number of murders in Eng- 
land and Wales, however, tends to 
diminish year by year in pro- 
portion to the population, the figure 
for 1927 being 140, of which 41 
were infants under one year old. 
Of the other 99 murdered people, | 
36 were males and 63 females. No 
fewer than 41 of their murderers 
committed suicide. 

The Blue Book points out that 
the number of “unsolved murder 
mysteries” tends to diminish almost 
to vanishing point, and adds that 
observers both at home and abroad, 
whatever’ their views on capital 
punishment, agreed that the strong- 
est deterrent was the certainty of 
being found out and dealt with. 
Sentence of death was carried out 
on 19 persons—all male—during 
the year under review. 

Non-indictable offences increased 
from 602,687 in the previous year 
to 617,823 in. 1927. Motor-car 
offences showed another big in- 
crease from 150,000 to 183,000 odd, 
while other notable increases were 
in Sunday trading and» revenue 
offences. Among the decreases 
were drunkenness, cruelty to 
animals and children, and_ betting.

Jones has to pro- 
vide a column of air at a certain 
pressure. In ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred Jones has only 
the vaguest idea of the correct 
pressure for his tyres,.and less 
idea of the actual pressure on 
which they aré running at any 
given moment.. This is not the 
fault of the tyre company; With 
his new car Jones receives a 
miniature library including a 
volume which tells him all about 
tyre pregstres. Jones is further 
equipped .with a pressure gauge 
anda pump. But he continues to 
display un egregious recklessness 
in the matter of inflation, Should 
a long-suffering cover fail to 
cover the 10,000 miles which he 
regards as_ his due (no. matter 
how fiercely he brakes and acceler- 
ates), he writes a furious letter to 
Fort Dunlop. Fort Dunlop reply 
politely, suggesting they would be 
interested to see the faulty cover. 
When they see it they almost 
always blame under-inflation, and 
Jones never believes them. He 
imagines the phrase is a con- 
venient evasion, planned to save 
Fort Dunlop the cost of present- 
ing him with.a new cover. 


“Fort Dunlop is Honest” 


I should like to assure Jones 
that Fort Dunlop always knows 
the cause of any premature 
arterio-sclerosis or other senile 
symptoms in a tyre. They have 
deliberately destroyed innumer- 
able covers in their own research 
work, and micro-photographed 
such covers at every stage of dis- 
solution. I should further like to 
assure Jones that Fort Dunlop is 
honest. One does not build up 
such a gigantic business—ap- 
proaching a monopoly, and a 
monopoly earned by quality— 
without satisfying the bulk of 
your customers. As a journalist, 
I have repeatedly conveyed the 
complaints of private customers 
to the Dunlop experts; and on one 
or two occasions I have allowed 
myself to imagine that the cus- 
tomers were right and the factory 
wrong. But I have invariably had 
irrefragable evidence Jaid before 
me at the finish. One of the 
most famous Continental manu- 
facturers goes so far as to pub- 
lish a series of photographs, de- 
picting tyres destroyed by various 
forms of. misuse, so that his cus- 
tomers can verify his verdicts.

Even this is becoming a rare 
occurrence, for whilst a little while 
ago it was considered rather a fea- 
ther in one’s cap to turn. one’s 
boat over, it is now looked upon as 
a .sign of faulty 
or poor judgment in the selection of 
a good safe-riding boat. 
Advantage of Cleanliness 

Another ‘advantage of outboard 
motor boating for women is its 
cleanliness. One does not get 
smothered in grease. and dust as in 
motorcycling, for instance. The 
woman who takes up this sport {3 
sure of a pieasant time from 
the social standpoint, as “out- 
boardists” have always impressed 
me as being about the most.agree- 
able set of people I have ever been 
in contact avith, while the spirit f 
camaraderie which exists amongst 
them is probably unexcelled by 
that existing amongst the devotees 
of any other sports. 

Again, outboard motor boating is 
quite inexpensive as compared with 
other sports. A complete racing 
outfit can. be purchased new for 
£60, and such an outfit, even in the 
hands of a comparatively inexperi- 
enced driver, is capable of a speed 
of 33 miles per hour. 

The same motor which is used for 
racing can be employed for driving 
another boat when required. You 
can attach it instantly to a roomy 
displacement boat and take a dozen 
of your friends for a jolly cruise. 
An outboard motor is a godsend on 
a holiday as it enables one to enjoy 
all the pleasure of the water with- 
out the necessity for exhausting 
and monotonous rowing. 

Although the driving of an out- 
board racing boat appears to the 
uninitiated ‘to call for a great deal 
of skill and nerve, it is surprising 
how quickly.the novice acquires 
confidence. It was with a feeling 
of some trtpidation that I entered 
for the first women’s race held at 
the Welsh Harp last season, es- 
pecially as I had only deen out 
in a hydroplane two or three times. 
1 quickly found, however, that the 
handling of such a boat was a much 
more simple matter than I had anti- 
eipated, and J had no difficulty in 
winning the race. 

Cost Of The Sports 

A little while afterwards while 
at Dover with the Hon. Mrs.

“Youth of Britain” and, in doing 
so, said that while. the immediate 
object of the tour was to ‘inves- 
tigate landing ground- possibilities 
and to demonstrate flying pros- 
pects to all the larger towns in 
Great Britain, the direct appeal 
which would be made to boys and 
girls would, in the long run, do 
even more to assist imperial avia- 
tion. The day would come when 
flying as a means of travel and 
ag sport would be aeeepted as @ 
commonplace of ‘life. Youth 
would herald that day and this 
tour would help enormously by 
arousing the keenness and energy 
of youth upon flying—British 
Wireless Service, 


BOMBAY RIOTING 
STRIKERS ‘STILL CAUSING 
“ TROUBLE 


POLICE AND TROOPS ACTIVE, 


Bombay, Yesterday. 

A recrudescence of mob violence 
has occurred in the mill area. 
Police made a bayonet charge -on 
an unruly crowd of strikers in De 
Lisle-road, and two strikers were 
severely wounded. Troops also 
‘fred in the air. 

Strikers at Moon mills stoned 
an Indian police officer, and re- 
inforcements were hurried. up. 
The crowd refused fo disperse, 
and three shots were fired in the 
air. Nobody was wounded, but 
one policeman and two strikers 
were injured in the scuffle. 

Strikers also ‘broke. into 
mills, and refused to leave. Sev- 
eral mills which had resumed 
work have been compelled to cloze 
down owing to passive resistance. 
Not a single’ mill has paid its 
April wages on account of the dis- 
turbed situation. 

The Girnikamgar Union, in spite 
of an order forbidding assemblies 
of more than five persons, which’ 
is still in force, has advised strik- 
ers to gather at the mill gates to 
demand their. wages, or to prac- 
tice passive resistance until paid. 

This is.Jikely to lead to further 
dispersals, and police and mili- 
tary have been posted at strategic 
points —Reuter,
